Washington, Oct. 31—The state de- 


partment is now fully convinced that 
Miss Ellen Stone is not dead, and that 
with the means «f communication now 
opened and at its disposal, her death 
would certainly toe made known at 
once should it occur. 


The latest advices indicate that com- 


munication has been established di- 
rectly with the brigands themselves. 


The department is sanguine as to the 


outcome of the negotiations for the re- 
lease of the American missionary, but 
beyond this, those in charge of the af- 
fair decline to give out any informa- 
tion, believing that publicity will be 
detrimental to Miss Stone's safety. 


Constantinople, Oct. 31—The Turkish 


government is already preparing to re- 
sist the anticipated demand of the 
United States for repayment of the 
ransom paid for Miss Stone's release. 


It repudiates all responsibility on 


the ground that Miss Stone persisted 
in traveling and that altohugh warned 
she would 'ao* notify the authorities 
of her intention, lr_ Oiaer to secure an 
escort. 


The government maintains that the 


brigands were Bulgarians, that the 
coup was planned 
in Bulgaria, and 


that a sanctuary was found in Bul- 
garia by the brigands.

Majority of Fonr Totes Against 


It ID Locators' Union 


Fall Eiver, Mass., Oct. 31.—The mill 


operatives of this city last night decided 
not to strike for an increase of wages 
next Monday morning, the matter being 
decided b ya majority of four votes iii 
t~.e loomfiiers' union. 


Only 1702 of the 20,008 operatives of 


the city, exclusive of those employed in 
the iron works and Bourne mills and the 
mills of the New England Yarn com- 
pany, attended the general mass meet- 
ing of the unions, called for the pur- 
pose of voting on the proposition to 
strike Monday morning for an increase 
of 10 percent in wages. 


According to the ruling of the Textile 


Council, four of the fire unions must 
vote in favor of a strike before one can 
be ordered. Last night the weavers, 
slashers and carders voted' ia f aT«r,-bnt 
the spinners voted against it by a ma- 
jority of 48 votes and the loomflxers by 
a majority of oaly four. The spianers 
were expected to vote against striking, 
so the question was really decided by 
the four votes }n the loomfixers' union. 


The unions that voted to strike are 


not satisfied with the result, and thf 
Textile Council has called a meeting for 
tonight, at which time those who voted 
to strike will have an opportunity to say 
whe ther or not they wdl withdraw from 
the Textile Council and undertake a 
strike without the spinners and loom- 
fixers. The general feeling at labor 
headquarter* is that there will be no 
strike.

Paris, Oct. 31—The officials of the 


French foreign office today confirm 
the report that a division of the french 
Mediterranean fleel, composed of three 
battleships and two cruisers under the 
command of Admiral Gaillard, has 
proceeded from Toulon to the Lavant 
to make a naval demonstration against 
Turkey. 


A foreign official, in communicating 


the foregoing to the Associated Press, 
said: 


"The squadron sailed under sealed 


orders. It will proceed first to the 
Greek port in the islands of Salonika 
where definite instructions 
will 
be 


rceived. 


"I am not at liberty to say what thp 


scealed orders are, but the seizure of 
the customs house at Smyrna would 
probably be a very effective way of 
convincing the sultan that France's 
patience is exhausted. 


"• We nave decided to enforce an im- 


mediate execution of the Turkish gov- 
ernment's engagements. 


"We are, however, very hopeful that 


the sultan will not compel us to go 
to that extreme. 


"Our squadron will not reach the 


Greek port until Sunday. The Turk- 
ish government therefore has 
still 


three days of grace and we trust that 
\ 
in the meantime, we shall receive com- 
plete satisfaction. 


"It is now two months since the 


French ambassador left Constantino- 
ple. His departure failed to produce 
the desired effect. On the contrary 
the quays and Tubinl questions re- 
main unsatisfied. 


"The dignity of France will not per- 


mit the presentsta te w£ affairs to be 
prolonged indefinitely. 


"When asked what would happen if 


the Turkish authorities resisted, the 
official replied that it was a very un- 
likely contingency, but he added: 


"If it occurs I suppose we shall have 


to bombard the port. We do not want 
bl-oodshed and do not believe there will 
be any occasion for it to occur." 


Frances's troubles with Turkey de- 


veloped last August after the French 
ambassador at Constantinople M. Con- 
stans, failing to get satisfaction broke 
off diplomatic relations with the porte. 


The French Quays company obtained 


a. concession in 1891 to establish docks 
and custom house dep'ot and to work a 
system of ferrj. tramways. This con- 
cession the sultan intimated that he 
wished to buy back and he gave & 
promise to M. Constans that he would 
do so. 


The ambassador contends that he 


broke his word and that he has also 
failed to to settle claims for sums du« 
to French subjects for the construc-

UNUSUAL TBADE ACTIVITY 


Hi» Caused a Great Demand For 


Small Notes aud 311uor Coin*—Mints 
Rushed For Calls For Pennies and 
Nickels—Unseasoned Paper In Lse 


Washington, Oct. 31.—That unusual 


activity prevails in the retail trade of 
the entire country is evidenced by a de- 
mand upon the treasury for notes of 
small denominations and fractional sil- 
ver so great that the resources of the 
government are taxed to the utmost to 
keep up with it. 


A part of the demand Is traceable in- 


directly to the act of March 14, 1900, 
which remodelled the lesser paper cur- 
rency by providing for the exclusive use 
of silver certificates for all denomina- 
tions under ?10. This made it Impos- 
sible for the treasury to pay out again 
a large quantity ef notes which it had 
on hand and required their replacement 
with silver certificates, to say nothing 
of the output necessitated by the daily 
inflow of more of the tabooed small 
notes for exchange. 


The necessity for using small silver 


certificates with such extraordinary ra- 
pidity forced into circulation a great 
volume of paper money which was 
green and unseasoned, and therefore 
likely to wear out doubly fast, while 
its low denominations were an assur- 
ance of its use in hand-to-hand retail 
trade, the severest ordeal through which 
any kind of money can be put. All the 
conditions, therefore, forecast early 
mutilation, and hence a great accele- 
ration In the rate at which further sup- 
plies would have been provided.

When General Pike started on the ex- 


pedition that made him famous and 
coupled bis name with the lofty peak 
that stands sentinel over the springs 
of Manitou, his wife and Mrs. Sturte- 
vant's mother, then a girl of eighteen, 
accompanied him as far as St. Louis, 
riding many 
miles on 
horseback 


through an unbroken wilderness. St. 
Louis was then but a trading post, oc- 
cupied by French and half breeds, and 
hardly as yet acknowledging the re- 
cently acquired allegiance of the Unit- 
ed States. 


When General Pike plunged into the 


Missouri wilderness, his wife and sis- 
ter returned to civilization, destined to 
hear no more of their heroic brother 
and husband till he emerged at Nachi- 
toches, two years later, a Spanish pris- 
oner. 


General Pike was killed in 1813 while 


leading his men against the intrench- 
ments before York, now Toronto, the 
capital of upper Canada. 


Mrs. Sturtevant was then but a year 


old, her mother having married Jo- 
seph Wardell. She remembers nothing 
of her uncle, of course, but her grand- 
father long survived, and she recalls 
him sitting before the fire, crippled 
fiom exposure and hardship on the 
frontier and fighting over again the 
battles of the Revolution and the strug- 
gle of 1812, in which he bore a con- 
spicuous part. 


Sarah Wardell married a Presbyte- 


rian clergyman, with whom she went 
to Kansas in 1875, settling In Olathe, 
where her husband died in 1886.

VINT THE SCHOOL* 


The school year is now well under 


(Way. 
The routine class room work has 


been established, and teachers and pu- 
pils have reached the point of mutual 


E W 


understanding under which condition 
the best work for education can be 
done. What remains is for the par- 
ents to assume their proper relations 
to the school, to make themselves ac- 
quainted with what it is doing for the 
children, and thus to learn how best 
they may co-operate with the school 
in developing the child mind which is 
committed primarily to the home, and 
in whose development the school has 
only a part interest. 


Acquaintance with the schools is se- 


cured only by visiting them. Too 
many parents rely for their knowledge 
of what the teacher is doing for the 
children entirely on the reports of the 
children themselves. Many of them 
do not even know the teacher by sight. 
Almost none of them know the rela- 
tion of the pupil whom they send to 
the other pupils and to, the school as 
a whole. 


One of the handicaps under which 


the schools do their work is this seem- 
ing lack of interest on the part of par- 
ents. The teacher is given little room 
to feel that the parents are following 
the work of their children, and that 
parents and teachers are co-operating. 
To overcome this in a measure Superin- 
tendent Bagnall of the Adams public 
schools has introduced -a new custom, 
that of setting apart one day in each 
month as visiting day, when parents 
are especially asked to visit the schools 
It is the intention of Superintendent 
Bagnall and his teachers to make no 
difference in the school room routine 
for that day from other days, but par- 
ents are asked to call and see the work 
af it is conducted daily. 


The plan under present conditions 


has much of merit, although it would 
be open to serious objection were par- 
ents already more willing to visit the 
schools. However firmly teachers may 
resolve to make no difference between 
visiting day and other days, the pupil's 
themselves will feel a different 
at- 


mosphere and make an unconscious if 
not conscious effort to appear at their 
best for this day only. 


This objection can never be overcome 


so long as a fixed visiting day is main- 
tained. 


But it has the great merit of calling 


the attention of the parents to the 
need of visiting the schools, of show- 
ing them how much desired it is by the 
teachers for aid in their own work, 
and will illustrate to the parent the 
advantages to be secured by personal 
acquaintance with the teacher who for 
five hours a day has charge of the 
children of the homes. 


For this, the plan is good, and if it 


in the course of a few terms impresses 
the parents with the desirability of 
this acquaintance, then the fixed day 
may be done away with, in the con- 
fidence that parents will visit the 
schools without such special invita- 
tion. 


In this city no such plan has been 


adopted. 
Individual 
teachers 
have 


sometimes followed a similar plan for 
their own rooms. 
One of the city's 


successful teachers adopted the plan 
of having a certain group of puipils ask 
their parents to visit the school on a 
certain day, while the following week 
another 
group asked their parents, 


and so on by groups until all the pu- 
pils had carried personal requests to 
their parents to visit the room. 


All these plans have as their com- 


mon motive the desire that parents 
should learn and know the work of the 
school room. Could parents visit the 
schools without being seen by the pu- 
pils, more good might be accomplished 
in securing freedom from 
self-con- 


sciousness on the part of the children. 
But the harm done by this is far 
more than balanced by the good that 
results from such visits. 


To all those who have children in 


the public schools of the city, the 
Transcript would emphasize the stand- 
ing invitation of superintendent and 
teachers, that they go once in a while 
to the school, meet the teacher and see 
the work that is being done there.

YEAR'S POSTAL BUSINESS. 


Receipt*, flll,631,193| Net Deficit 


About 94,OOO,OOO. 


Auditor Henry A. Castle of the post- 


office department at Washington has 
closed the books of the postal service 
for the fiscal year ended Jane 80 last, 
something over three months being al- 
ways required to balance the ledger 
accounts with 77,000 postmasters and 
make all the other settlements required 
with the numerous branches of the 
system. The results of tb$ year's busi- 
ness are as follows: - 


Receipts, $111,631,193.39; expendi- 


tures, $115,554,924.87; net deficit (in- 
cluding losses by fire, etc.), $3,981,- 
520.71. The deficit for the fiscal year 
Is thus shown to be less than $4,000,000 
and about 51,500,000 smaller than for 
the preceding year. Owing to the ex- 
tension of rural free delivery and other 
augmented appropriations in every de* 
partment, the expenses of the service 
were $8,200,000 greater than the pre- 
ceding year, but the continuance of the 
nation's prosperity raised the receipts 
more than $9,250,000. 


There has been a steady decrease in 


postal deficits during the past ten 
years. In round figures they were $11,- 
500,000 In 1897; $9,000,000 in 1898; $6,- 
500,000 in 1899; $5,500,000 In 1900 and 
$4,000,000 in 1901. 
If this percentage 


of shrinkage in the deficit should con- 
tinue, it would be entirely wiped out 
within three years. 


It is considered significant of the In- 


creased business activity of the coun- 
try that, while owing to enormous ex- 
tensions of the postal service Its ex- 
penditures have increased $21,500,000, 
or 22 per cent, in five years, its revenue 
has increased $29,000,000, equivalent to 
35 per cent, during the same period. 


The auditor's report also shows the 


transactions of the postal money order 
business for the same period. Every 
money order Issued in the United 
States comes into the auditor's office 
as a voucher, and all the accounts are 
kept and settlements made with post- 
masters in that bureau. 
The aggre- 


gate amount of money orders Issued 
during the year was $294,618,680.99. 
The amount paid was $281,554,711.72. 
The difference between these tflt> 
amounts represents principally money 
orders Issued in this country and paid 
In foreign countries. 


The total of monetary transactions 


of the postofflce department, Including 
postal receipts and 
revenues and 


money orders issued and paid, foots 
up for the fiscal year 1901, $803,359,- 
57G.97. This total was less than $715,- 
000,000 for the next preceding fiscal 
year, showing an increase of nearly 
$89,000,000.

the campaign agelnat Spain ••vhila he 
was secretary of war. 


la his opening chapters, says a writer 


in the New York*- Tribune, General 
Alger makes plainer than ever before 
the utter unprenaredness of the coun- 
try for war. The law making the 
150,000,000 appropriation was so word- 
ed that up to the declaration of war it 
could not be used for the most neces- 
sary part of army equipment Conse- 
quently there was much confusion in 
organizing for the campaign. 
The 


government did not have and factories 
could not supply promptly munitions 
and clothing required, and many of the 
shortcomings cf the army severely 
criticised at the time were not due to 
the officers or the department, but to 
the Impossibility of doing on short no- 
itice what should Have .been prepared 
'for by eon$teaS, years before. 


The boot does not refer directly to 


.the attack* made upon General Alger 
personally or give any account of his 
relations with the administration or 
the evonts leading to his retirement- 
It defends the aray appointments and 
declares that no favoritism was shown 
in selections; that tbe greatest care 
was taken to choose fit men. and that 
as many regulars were taken for vol- 
unteer service as could be spared from 
the army establishment without im- 
pairing its efficiency. 


The substance of General Alger's 


chapter on the army beef controversy 
was published in The North American 
Review of last January, and the pub- 
lic is already familiar with his defense 
of General Eagan's administration, 
Chough not of tbe language for which 
>the latter was court martlaled, and 
also with his strictures on General 
'Miles. In other respects he is also se- 
tvere on General Miles. After recount- 
ing what be calls the general's "impos- 
45ible and Impracticable" plan to move 
an army fro»i Nuevitas westward to 
Santa Clara, building roads with the 
aid of prisoners, he says: 


"This proposition, however, was only 


one of numerous others which were not 
approved. Many of the general's pro- 
>posals were obviously impracticable 
and not infrequently absolutely impos- 
sible. He recommended the shipment 
of 12,000 men to Key West, where all 
drinking water would have to be 
brought in tank ships. With our hands 
full at Santiago and not enough troops 
there, be proposed to send 'a batteiy 
of artillery and a regiment of infantry" 
as an expedition to the Isle of Pines, 
then of no military or strategic im- 
portance. He insisted on -sending to 
Cuba, for use with infantry operating 
In a tropical junglp and over a country 
Impassable to vehicles, his 'portable' 
shields, each weighing 1,000 pounds 
and each occnpy'ng as much room on 
a transport as a hospital ambulance. 
He recommended the abandonment of 
Santiago after Cervera's fleet had been 
destroyed, thereby lifting the siege of 
the city and large garrison, without 
reaping tbe fruits of victory then prac- 
tically in our hands. He wanted 500 
marines of the navy placed under his 
control; he expressed the opinion that 
a proposed force of 16,452 men. mostly 
volunteers, was '10,000 more than will 
be required' for General Merritt's 
Philippine expedition, and while in 
Porto Rico he cabled to tbe war de- 
partment a recommendation that 'the 
manufacture of Springfield rifles, .45 
caliber ammunition, all white canvas 
tentage and black leather equipments 
of every description be discontinued, 
as they are obsolete and should not be 
a part of the army equipment.'" 


In answer to this last recommenda- 


tion the following dispatch was sent 
by General Alger under date of Aug. 
5, 1898: 
."As yon ought to know, the last .45 
caliber Springfield rifle was manufac- 
tured in 1893. Smokeless powder car- 
tridges are now being manufactured 
and will be forwarded. I suggest that 
you get along with what tbe govern- • 
ment has on band." 


Continuing. General Alger say?: 
"It was decided that General Shafter 


should command tbe Santiago expedi- 
tion, otherwise known as the Fifth 
corps, and after sailing orders bad 
been issued to him General Miles was 
directed to organize an expedition to 
Porto Rico. Upon tbe capture of San- 
tiago, which it was then believed would 
require but'a short time, General Shaf- 
ter and bis force were to rendezvous 
at NIpe and there Join tbe army for 
Porto Rico, to bo organized by General 
Miles, who WAS to command In person 
both forces when thus united. 


"It soon developed, however, that 


General Miles regarded tbe Porto Rico 
movement of greater importance than 
tbe expedition to Santiago. On June 6, 
tbe day -before the Fifth corps was or- 
dered to sail from Tampa, General 
Miles recommended tbe abandonment 
of the movement to Santiago until aft- 
er tbe taking of Porto Rico. * * • 
{Translate* into plain HngHsb, thlt plan 


proposed an invasion of No. 2 (Porto 
Bicok lewclflg- No. 1 (Santiago) 'safely 
gtmfitVft'-^rbatover that might mean. 
Tte oconpitJoB of Porto Rico having 
bMBfebcobaptiibed, tbe army was then 
to retora to Santiago, leaving a guard 
behind to take care of Porto Rico and 
promptly crush the Spanish power la 
Cuba, beginning with Santiago. 


"On July 8, more than thirty days 


after the orders were issued. General 
Miles sailed from Charleston 
with 


about 4.000 men, touching en route at 
L-nuringo. 


••(leneral Miles • • • bad been ex- 


plicitly informed by the president, as 
well as by myself, before he weat to 
Tampa, that he was at liberty to go in 
command of the Santiago expedition or 
to organize the force for the invasion 
of Porto Rico. * * * General Miles' 
Instructions to organize and command 
the Porto RJean expedition were pur- 
posely withheld until Shafter or Miles 
should sail. 
General Miles did not 


command tbe Santiago expedition, and 
that he did not was his own mistake 
or misfortune. He lost the opportunity 
to command in the greatest land battle 
of the war." 


Speaking of the government's refusal 


to permit General Shafter to agree to 
the evacuation of Santiago by the Span- 
lards Instead of their surrender he 
Bays: 


"General Miles, who had reached Cu- 


t>a on the Yale July 11, arrived at Gen. 
eral Shatter's headquarters on tbe aft- 
ernoon of tbe next day. Although he 
was fresh from the United States and 
had not been subjected to the trying 
experience of three weeks' campaign- 
Ing In the tropics, he seconded the only 
recommendation made by General Shaf- 
ter which met with the disapproval of 
the government."

A NATIONAL QUESTION. 


Game Preservation Difficult B«cau«» 


State L,aw» Conflict. 


The interdependence of states In the 


matter of game laws may be Illustrat- 
ed by one or two examples, says Les- 
lie's Weekly. The New England states 
without exception protect the robin, 
but their efforts can never produce the 
best results so long as the bird is 
treated as game during its winter so- 
JOUJBJ in the south and killed for mar- 
ket 
Eastern cities now obtain their 


supplies of quail, prairie chickens and 
other game very largely from distant 
states in the west. Nebraska finds 
that her quail are being rapidly killed 
off to supply the markets of Philadel- 
phia and other eastern cities and for 
her own protection prohibits the ship- 
ment of birds from the state, while ' 
Pennsylvania, finding her supply of 1 
quail entirely inadequate to meet the j 
local demand, declares that .birds taken 
within tbe state shall not be sold at j 
any tisr.e. 


The Philadelphia game dealers con- 


tend that tins law cannot restrict sales 
of game brought in from other states 
and accordingly supply their customers 
in season and out with imported quail 
kept in cold storage. High prices stim- 
ulate their agents in Nebraska to evade 
the shipping law and their country 
correspondents in Pennsylvania to ig- 
nore the local law, and the native birds 
when placed on sale cannot be distin- 
guished from those which are import- 
ed. Game preservation in Pennsylva- 
nia thus becomes doubly difficult Un- 
der the operation of nonexpert laws the 
supply of quail from the west is dimin- 
ished, prices naturally rise, and a pre- 
mium is placed on the destruction of 
native birds. Unless the state can en- 
force the law with respect to imported 
game she cannot effectually protect her 
own birds.

The Peruvian minister, Manuel Al- 


varez Calderon, tells the most succinct 
story of the day of the crime. The dip- , 
lomats had been requested to meet at 
the Milburn house to accompany the 
presidential party to Niagara Falls. 
Owing to his watch gaining time Senor 
Calderon arrived at the meeting place 
slightly ahead of the others. His story, 
told to the Philadelphia Press corre- 
spondent, is as follows: 


"Upon my arrival at the house one 


of the guards told me that the presi- 
dent had gone for a walk. I left my 
card and ordered my coachman to wait 
for me. Strolling along the corner, 1 
met Mr. Silva, the Colombian minis- 
ter, who was also early in keeping his 
appointment. We stopped and were 
chatting about <i square away from th(- 
Milburn house. A lady came out of the 
nearest residence and asked us pleas- 
antly if we were to accompany the 
president's party and, being assured, 
said: 'I saw the president nearly an 
hour ago. I am an old friend and was 
on my lawn as he passed. He stopped 
and shook hands with me and talked 
about the exposition.' We asked who 
was with him, and she replied, 'He was 
entirely alone.' 
The lady continued: 


'I asked him if it were not dangerous 
to be abroad at such an hour unattend- 
ed. He laughed and asked what harm 
I could anticipate in such a beautiful 
and orderly city as Buffalo. Then he 
added, "These walks are my greatest 
pleasure—my one chance for self com- 
munion—something 
very 
necessary 


when my life is passed, as it were, in 
the midst of a crowd." ' 


"Mr. Silva and I continued our walk, 


commenting upon the truly democratic 
instincts of the 
American people. 


Shortly afterward we saw the presi- 
dent turn a corner briskly and enter 
the Milburn mansion. He was, as the 
lady related, absolutely alone. We were 
impressed by the simplicity of the man, 
the powerful leader of such a mighty 
nation. 


"I cannot describe our day at Niaga- 


ra falls adequately. I shall always 
think of the president when I remem- 
ber the sublime cataract. The president 
was so light hearted. He delighted to 
point out to us the scenes of greatest 
interest. We formed little groups about 
him, and he seemed to remember and 
appreciate the individuality of each. 
He was tbe life of the occasion, ask- 
ing us if we thought the river a good 
place to swim. 


"At tbe power bouse he was particu- 


larly anxious that we should appreci- 
ate and understand the intelligent 
workmanship which made the electric 
apparatus possible. He personally ex- 
plained several points about the tur- 
bines and machinery which were vague 
to us. I felt that 1 knew the president 
for the first time. Seeing him under 
euch circumstances I began to under- 
stand his magnificent speech of the day 
before. 
He kindled respect and ad- 


miration into love by his kindly inter- 
est and intelligent comprehension of 
our wishes. 


"We returned to Buffalo at 3:30 p tn. 


Mr. Buchanan told us that the presi- 
dent bad determined to hold a recep- 
tion of the public at the exposition and 
thnt we were free for the afternoon. 
We shook hands with the president 
and went our ways. There was not a 
member of tbe diplomatic corps at the

"Mr. Silva and myself went to Ma- 


chinery ball to examine some of the 
exhibits. When we emerged, the news 
of the horrible tragedy was afloat.

people A multitude was assembled, 
but there was no disorder. When we 
t-arae out,-we were stopped by hun- 
dreds, who inquired in a quiet manner 
for news. We were asked these ques- 
tions time and again, but'there was no 
tumult, only an intense, anxious desire 
to know the news. Everybody was re- 
cpectful, and, although we were halt- 
ed after we got into our carriage by 
the people, it was always in a kindly 
but deeply interested manner. I never 
naw such a scene in all my travels, and 
yet the anxiety was most keen. 


"I am, however, astonished to find 


that there is no law in this couutry to 
prevent the distribution of anarchistic 
literature through the mails. In Pern 
we have a law which makes an as- 
sault on the president a capital crime, 
whether it be successful or not. Men 
have no chance to iucite irrational peo- 
ple to such crimes, as the mere attempt 
brings swift punishment. We cannot 
onderstand that the citizens of a free 
country should be permitted to con- 
Ipire against its life. 


"Notwithstanding my observations 


of the American people, I am struck 
with another strange thing. Tbe three 
men who have attacked your presi- 
lents have been native born. It would 
teem that men used to the free institu- 
tions of the United States would be in- 
capable of such heinous crimes as tht 
one which has thrown the whole world 
into sorrow on three occasions." 


D%i Carlos Martinez Silva, the Co- 


lombian minister, is profoundly affect- 
ed by the sad occurrence. In discuss- 
ing it he said: 


"I have no words to express my sor- 


row because of the blow dealt the chiel 
executive of this great country. On 
Thursday [Sept. 5] I listened to his 
eloquence, and my heart was stirred 
within me. I felt that with such a 
guide all tho Americans would move 
to a higher plane aud that an era of 
peace, prosperity and good will had 
dawned, with glorious prospects of con- 
tinued duration. I felt, and many ol 
my colleagues have told me that they 
shared this belief, that in President 
McKinley the Latin republics possess 
ed not only a sincere friend, but one 
whose wisdom and prudence promised 
beneficent results in the future. We 
hope—indeed we know—that a policj 
so founded will be enduring. Should a 
fatal termination come to this attack 
it would be a dark and sorrowful day 
for us all. 


"About my country, I can say that 


we are satisfied with the course which 
President McKtnley has pursued since 
the beginning of the existing difficul- 
tres. Wo acknowledge the justice and 
the kindliness which have actuated ev- 
ery diplomatic movement, and we are 
grateful. 
For this reason Colombia 


shares in a peculiar way the sorrow 
which has fallen on the sister repub- 
lic." 


Senor Calvo, minister from Costa 


Rica, expressed the greatest horror of 
the terrible outrage upon the president. 
"Such things occurring in a free re- 
public are terrible," he said. "The 
crime itself is atrocious on all occa- 
sions, but when directed against the 
life of such a kindly and righteous 
president as Mr. McKinley it surpasses 
the utmost credulity. I cannot express 
the horror of myself or my people aud 
pray that the president's recovery 
may be rapid and that the United 
States and tbe world may be spared 
the terrible affliction of such a shod; 
in the future." 


Mr. Calvo continued: "I am surpris 


ed that the rigid postal laws of the 
United States should permit the circu 
lation of seditious matter. It is treasor, 
to counsel the destruction of the ruloi 
of a country, yet these virulent ,iu 
archistic sheets must pass 
freelj 


through the mails in order to be cii 
culated. 
Your laws are 
properh 


stringent against publications or writ 
tings inciting fraud or immorality. No 
•vowed anarchist should be permitted 


to receive or mall ietters. His ebulli- 
tions should be confiscated wherever 
found. 
This is a matter of publir 


safety." 


Kogoro Takahira, minister from Ja- 


pan, who returned to Washington deep- 
ly affected by the tragedy, said: 


"Nobody could expect that such a 


good president of the United States 
should become the victim of such an 
appalling and dastardly crime. It is 
hardly possible to express one's feel- 
ings on such an occasion, but we join 
the people of the United States in re- 
ceiving the sad news with surprise and 
Indignation, and our sincere and honest 
wishes are that ha should recover 
speedily and permanently, and in this 
statement I am confident that I voice 
the sentiment of my government and 
my people throughout all Japan." 


Mr. Takahira further said that in 


bis country such a crime was impossi- 
ble. 


Wn Ting Fang, the Chinese minister, 


was not of th» Buffalo party, but is 
none tbe less horrified at the occur- 
rence. In conversation with the corre- 
spondent he said: 


"No words can describe my f jelings 


of detestation for such a miscreant. It 
seemed to me that President McKin- 
ley especially would be preserved from 
such outrages. T fully believe that he 
will recover, and I sincerely mourn his 
terrible danger and suffering." 


The Chinese minister was asked what 


would have been the procedure in his 
country. He answered, with his usual 
promptness: 


"We would give him the death of 


lin-chi. Do you know what that means? 
His family and relatives would also be 
held to account '<jr the education of 
such a monster. The crime, however, 
would be impossible in my country. 
Besides a de"ep rooted respect of the 
emperor, there are sufficient guards, 
and promiscuous receptions anc| hand- 
shakings are not tolerated, but if by 
any possible chance such a criminal 
should ar:se he would be condemned 
to the lin-chi and his relatives called to 
account." 


The lin-chi is the death of a thousand 


cuts. The minister says it is a statu- 
tory punishment for certain crimes so 
heinous that tbe imagination is ap- 
palled to eonioffijrtate them in the ab- 
stract 
A n.0113 these are the murder 


of a father or mother.

PASSED BOGUS CHECKS 


Italian Working in the Davis 


Mine Charged With Pro- 


viding Himself With 


Luxuries 


BY USE OF H. ff, CLARK'S NAME 


Traced To the Mine and Arrested Yes- 


terday by Officer Rosasco of This 


'City. Case Continued in Court 


This Morning Till Saturday 


The police succeeded yesterday in 


rounding up another important case, 
on which they had been at work for 
several days. Ernest Gigliotti, an Ital- 
ian, who formerly lived in this citv, 
was wanted on the charge of forgery 
and yesterday he was 1'ocatHl at Davis 
mine in Rowe, arrested by Officer Ro- 
sasco, brought to this city on the 9 
o'clock train and lodged in the police 
station 
to await arraignment 
this 


morning. 


A few weeks ago a check for $10.75, 


drawn 
on 
the Berkshire national 


bank and bearing the purported sig- 
nature of H. W. Clark, of the whole- 
sale grocery firm of H. W .Clark & 
Co., was tendered at the 'State street 
shots 
store "of Kronick Bros, in pay- 


ment 
of a small purchase of goods, 


the change was received in cash and 
the purchaser departed J10.75 better off 
than he came, as he figured it. It was 
not long before the check was dicov- 
ered to be a forgery, anu me matter 
•n is 
reported to the po-ice. Before 


they ' had 
traced the crime to its 


source another similar case, was re- 
ported. In this case a check for $10 
drawn on the Adams National bank, 
had been passeu at Billings & Cronin's 
saloon on Center street. This was also 
signed "H. W. Clark" and b'Ore a rev- 
enue stamp cancelled with Mr. Clark's 
name. 


It was now evident that somebody 


was doing business on" bogus paper in 
earnest and the efforts of the police to 
unravel the mystery were redoubled. 
It 
was some time before they could 


get a go'od description of the man who 
had undertaken to fly high at the ex- 
pense of others., but their investiga- 
tions finally led to the belief that Gig- 
liotti was the man they wanted, and 
to locate him was the thing remaining1 
to 
be done. The sleuths of the law 


placed their noses close t'o the ground 
and the scent led to Davis mine, to 
which' 
place Officer Rosasco repaired 


yesterday 
armed with the necessary 


authority to bring in Gigliotti in case 
he 
could be "holed" in the deepest 


hole in Franklin county. He was found 
in the hole, was called to the earth's 
surface to see a man who wanted to 
see him and who had him by the col- 
lar very shortly after He struck sun- 
shine. He offered no resistance and 
traveled 
t'o this city peacefully, it 


probably being the longest journey he 
ever took at the public expense. 


After his arrival here he was iden- 


tified by one of the Kronick brothers 
as th« man who had passed the check 
at 
their store. They had 
noticed 


s'ome 
slight peculiarities about the 


check soon after it has been taken and 
yet did not suspect that anything was 
wrong until the cashier of the bank 
called on them for the return, of the 
amount of the check, which they had 
included 
with their deposits at the 


bank. In making checks it is custom- 
ary to write out the number of dollars 
and to give the number of cents, if 
any, in figures On the check passed 
at Kronick Bros' store the amount 
was written out in full, "Ten dollars 
and 
seventy-five cents," instead of 


"Ten dollars and 75-100," as a business 
man would write a check, and yet the 
firm thought little of this till informed 
that the paper was a forgery. 


The two checks >were made nayable 


to 
fictitious names, James A. Kelly 


and Frank C. Steevlson. 


Gigliotti is 22 years old and mar- 


ried. He lived in thfs city for three 
years but left three months ago for 
Davis 
mine where he has been em- 


ployed since that time." While residing 
in this city he lived for a fhne in a 
tenement owned by David Fairfield of 
Reed's lane, where the Reed murders 
were committed a few years ago. Mr. 
Fairfield on hearing of the arrest, vis- 
ited the police station, 
apparently 


with the intention ot being of some p'os 
sible service to the prisoner, but when 
he learned that the charge was forgery 
he declined to intervene, 
saying that 


he had had $40 worth of experience 
as a 
bondsman and that he did not 


care for any more. Gigli'otti was there- 
fore allowed to remain in a cell till 
the time for arraignment tfcis morn- 
ing. 


This morning two charges of for- 


gery were entered against Gigliotti. 
He pleaded not guilty to both, and ask- 
ed for a continuance until Saturday. 
This was granted, and he was ordered 
to 
recognize in $300 bonds on each 


charge. He could not obtain bail.
